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Toulon Joins 
East End Cancer 
Nonprofit

uffolk County Sheriff Errol Toulon Jr. 

was appointed to the board of directors 
of Fighting Chance, a Southampton-based 
nonprofit that provides free professional 
counseling services to cancer patients on the 
East End. 

He will be able to share unique insights as 
a two-time cancer survivor, having success- 
fully battled Hodgkin’s lymphoma and pan- 
creatic cancer. 

“This is known as peer-to-peer counsel- 
ing, and we see this as an area where Sheriff 
Toulon can make an exceptionally valuable 
contribution,” said Duncan Darrow, who 
founded Fighting Chance in 2002 and sérves 
as its chairman. 

Toulon, whose office is based out of the 
Suffolk jail in Riverside, likened the position 
to how he established a Chaplaincy Program 
with local clergy who console families of fall- 
en officers and those of victims of violence. 

“A cancer diagnosis can sometimes hit as 
hard as an act of violence,” he said. 

His wife Tina Toulon is the director of the 
New York Cancer Foundation, another Long 
Island nonprofit.

‘A former Southampton High School assistant 
foe was recently forced to.resign after fil- 
ing a complaint with the New York State Division 
of Human Rights alleging that the district discrimi- 
nated against him. 

Keith Saunders, who is Black, filed the complaint 
against the Southampton Union Free School Dis- 
trict and Superintendent Nicholas Dyno, who are 
accused of retaliating against Saunders for going on 
a job interview with the Central Islip School District 
— something white counterparts do with impunity, 
he claimed. 

“To receive a letter of termination for exercising 
the right to interview with other potential employ- 
ers when several of Mr. Saunders’s white counter- 
parts have interviewed with other districts and have 


been celebrated and welcomed back after leaving is 
overtly and painfully discriminatory,” the report 
stated. 

Saunders, whose 28 years of experience as an 


educator previously included more than a decade 


at the Uniondale School District, stepped down 
earlier this month. A district representative did not 
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respond to a request for comment. Saunders is rep- | 


resented by Hempstead-based civil rights attorney 
Frederick Brewington. 

“Mr. Saunders has, unfortunately, been subjected 
to treatment that can only be labeled as outrageous- 
ly unacceptable,” Brewington said in an email. “The 
school district was aware of his complaints and did 
nothing to address them except double down on 


_their intentional acts. The district forced Mr. Saun- 


ders to submit his resignation today or face the pub- 
lic humiliation of a board vote to terminate him.” 
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Man Dies After

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Record Fish Kills Reported in Long 


Island Waters

» ial 50 fish kills — well above the average of 
ve annually — were recorded this summer in 
waterways around Long Island, according to a Stony 
Brook University study released on October 13. 

The fish kills were caused by rising water tem- 
peratures and nitrogen pollution causing excess al- 
gae blooms that suffocate other marine life, experts 
said. The report identified 30 dead zones, 20 toxic 
blue green algae blooms, and a new, marine-harmful 
algae bloom that has proven especially deadly. 

“In some cases it was the traditional actors,” Chris 
Gobler, a professor at the Stony Brook University 
School of Marine and Atmospheric Sciences, told 
reporters during a news conference. “We had some- 
thing called rust tide for example on the East End. 


But in unfortunate and disturbing news, we had a 
new type of marine-harmful algae bloom on the 
South Shore throughout all of Great South Bay and 
Moriches Bay ... called Gymnodinium.” 

The bloom was also found in Three Mile Harbor 
in East Hampton and Meeting House Creek in Aque- 
bogue. News of the findings coincided with a newly 
released report by the U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency that links home values on Long Island to 


water quality, with some areas reducing home values - 


by up to $30,000. 

Environmentalists hope the Stony Brook assess- 
ment and map will be a useful tool that will help pol- 
icymakers create a successful plan to improve water 
quality, specifically in the worst areas and prevent 
potential toxins — mainly nitrogen from cesspools 
and rainwater runoff— from entering water systems. 


Long Island Drought Downgraded to 


Moderate

Re rainfall has resulted in Long Island’s 
rought being downgraded from severe to mod- 
erate, according to the U.S. Drought Monitor, bring- 
ing good news to East End farmers amid the harvest 
season. 

October rainfall was 2 inches higher than aver- 
age for the first two weeks of the month, reversing 
trends from this summer, when the region had about 
6 inches less rain than normal and September was 
nearly an inch off. 

“We have been seeing more rainfall in the area, 


which has led to a downgrade in that drought in our 
area,” said Bryan Ramsey, an Upton-based meteo- 
rologist with the National Weather Service (NWS). 
“We may even see further improvement.” 

The latest drought report issue released October 
13 was based on data through October 11, and the re- 
gion has continued to see rainy days since, so an ad- 
ditional downgrade may be on the horizon, Ramsey 
said. 

The moderate drought designation covers most 
of Nassau and Suffolk counties. Parts of the North 
Shore of western Suffolk were further downgraded 
to abnormally dry, the lowest drought intensity level.

WIMMING POOL RENTAL 

Some people took to renting out 
their swimming pools to visitors. The 
charge would be so much per hour per 
person. Sign this waiver. There was 
also talk about renting out your ten- 
nis court to visitors by the hour. Or 
the lawn, for a barbecue. All this sent 
government officials scurrying to their 
rule books to see if this was a viola- 
tion of anything. Didn’t Airbnb go into 
business this way? 


PESTS 

Local officials are now seeing more 
invasive species attacking indigenous 
flora and fauna. The southern pine 
beetle for the first time is now chewing 
on trees in Napeague. A beautiful for- 
est of 3,000 trees has been cut down 
as a result, so the healthier trees will 
not be attacked. The remaining trees 
are now too far away for the beetles to 
leap from tree to tree to get to them. 
Meanwhile, the spotted lanternfly, an 
Asian import that attacks grapevines, 
is poised to take on many of the vine- 
yards of the East End. Lanternflies 
have already been seen flying west to 
east in Ronkonkoma, coming this way. 

And bluetongue disease is upon us. 
Deer get it from eating midges. Their 
tongues turn blue, they get sick, then 
really sick and then they die. Motor- 
ists seeing dead deer on the side of 
the road may assume these deer have 
been hit by cars, but they will have 


“& 


died from bluetongue. And since some 
people consider deer an infestation 
needing to be reckoned with, this 
should thin the herd. In any case, blue- 
tongue only attacks deer. Not humans. 
Whew. 

Also, a lot more sharks were seen 
swimming around in the ocean at 
our bathing beaches this sum- 
mer. Lifeguards blew their 
whistles and got everybody 
out of the water when one 
appeared. And swimmers 
would stay out until the 
sharks left. After all, sharks 
bite, and big ones can kill, 
although that hasn’t happened 
here yet. Seems the sharks are attract- 
ed to schools of fish called menhaden 
which, once having been declared 
threatened, are now already re-thriv- 
ing and becoming more abundant. As 
menhaden feed near shorelines, hun- 
gry sharks now come after them. So 
it’s our own fault. 

And monkeypox was in the news 
this summer for a while. 


A MEMORY 

In the 1970s, Dutch elm disease, 
brought on by fungal spores spread 
by elm bark beetles, attacked the gi- 
ant elm trees that gloriously lined 
and overarched both sides of Main 
Street in East Hampton. Most had 
to be chopped down, and so land- 
scapers were hired to do that. They 
chopped the elms for the same rea- 
son that pine trees in Napeague are 
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being chopped down today. Don’t let 
the bugs get to the next one. But the 
people who chopped drove trucks 
that had signs on them reading, 
“Saving East Hampton Elms.” No 
room elsewhere on the trucks to ex- 
plain it any further. So folks thought 
— saving them by chopping them? 
How ironic. 

Years later, with the car- 
nage completed, new elms, 
immune to Dutch elm dis- 
ease, were brought in. They 
are there today. Almost as 
tall, but not quite. 


2 DEGREES 

Another item in the news I did not 
make up. 

Two couples renting a home in the 
Hamptons for two weeks in August 
have filed a lawsuit against the owner 
of the property. They claim the owner 
would not permit them to adjust the 
temperature of the cooling system of 


the home by more than two degrees — 


during their stay. As a result, they are 
seeking damages. _ 

That’s all we know at the moment. 
But big questions remain. Here are 
some of them. 

Did the renters know of this restric- 
tion before they signed the lease? 

If so, did they agree to do it? And if 
they did, why are they filing a lawsuit? 

If they did not agree, but learned 
about it later, why did they abide by 
it? Landlords can’t put restrictions in 
later. Can they? 


Or to put it another way, if they 
learned about it later, why didn’t they 
just change the temperature up or 
down, ignoring what they were told to 
0? 

And if they did that, how did the 
landlord find out how they had done ~ 
it? : 

Was there a physical altercation 
somewhere on the property about 
this? 

Was it adjacent to the thermostat? — 

Was there shouting? 

Did anyone involved in this require 
hospitalization, or refuse hospitaliza- 
tion? 

Were there items in the house, such 
as valuable works of art or expensive 
wines, that would require that a tem- 
perature of 2 degrees adjusted up or . 
down not take place? 

Were any of the tenants individu- 
als who were allergic to not having 
a temperature changed more than 2 
degrees? 

Were children involved? - 

Dogs or cats? 

What government agency provided 
the information about what the tem- 
perature outside was during these two 
weeks? 

Is that information provided for ev- 
ery hour of all 24 hours of each day? 

Did the tenants feel a need to aban- 
don the property because they were 
unable to raise or lower the tempera- 
ture 2 degrees and then did so? 

Or did the landlord forcibly evict 
the tenants for raising or lowering the 
temperature more than the previously 
noted 2 degrees? 

Were heated electric blankets in- 
volved in this case? 

If so, did these heated blankets mal- 
function when settings were changed 
to more than 2 degrees up or down? 

What was the name of the manufac- 
turer of the heated blankets? 

Is the tenant, in the lawsuit, asking 
for the $10,000 back? 

Or is there a countersuit because the 
tenant failed to pay the $10,000? 

Are either the tenants or the land- 
lord immigrants from a_ foreign 
country? 

Legal immigrants or undocumented? 

Which country or countries?

Campaign Crunch Time: Zeldin, Hochul 
Race for Gov Tightens in Homestretch

Ihe New York State governor’s race 

heated up in the final days before 
early voting as Democratic Gov. Kathy 
Hochul upped her fundraising advan- 
tage and U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shir- 
ley) gained in the polls. 

Hochul had more than twice as 
much cash on hand — nearly $11 
million at her disposal compared to 
Zeldin’s $4.5 million — as of the latest 
campaign financial disclosure before 
Election Day on November 8. But the 
latest opinion polls as of press time 
show Zeldin, the congressman who 
represents the East End, down less 
than 10% — improving his campaign 
standing from a prior poll deficit in 
the teens. Zeldin was hoping to face 
Hochul in more than one October 25 
debate that she agreed to on Spectrum 
News as both candidates continue 
making their case to voters on the 
campaign trail and in ads. 

“The first day that I am in office, im- 
mediately after being sworn in as the 
governor of the state of New York, I 


will be signing an executive order that 
will suspend throughout the entire 
state of New York cashless bail, the 
Less Is More Act, the HALT Act, the 
Discovery Law changes and Raise the 
Age,” Zeldin told reporters during an 
October 13 news conference, referring 
to the recent criminal justice reforms 
state lawmakers have made. 

Zeldin has made crime a central fo- 


cus of his bid to become the Empire - 


State’s first Republican governor since 
George Patacki left office 16 years ago. 
Hochul recently took the gloves off, 
criticizing Zeldin as “too extreme” for 
New York as former President Donald 
Trump endorsed Zeldin. 

“Lee Zeldin has stood in lockstep 
with Donald Trump since day one: 
leading efforts against his impeach- 
ment, voting to overturn the 2020 
election, and continuing to rally with 
far-right insurrectionists,” the gover- 
nor tweeted. “Lee Zeldin has enabled 
and embraced the former president’s 
extremism since day one — but New 
Yorkers rejected Trump and they’ll do 
the same for Lee in November.” 


~ CASH CLASH 

Hochul continues to hold a large 
fundraising advantage going into 
the final month of campaigning, but 
Zeldin made up some ground with the 
help of Republican figures like Trump, 
according to campaign finance filings 
released October 7. 

Between the last campaign finance 
disclosure period in mid-July and 
the latest reporting deadline, Hochul 
raised roughly $11.1 million, bringing 
the total amount of cash she’s raised 
since taking office last year to $45 
million. Meanwhile, Zeldin brought 
in $6.4 million since mid-July. He’s 
raised a total of $19.6 million since 
launching his gubernatorial bid, mak- 
ing him the best funded GOP candi- 
date in state history, according to his 
campaign. 

“Governor Hochul’s extraordinary 
fundraising efforts once again show 
her widespread support and momen- 


. tum heading into the final stretch of 


the election,” said Jen Goodman, a 
Hochul campaign representative. 
Goodman attributed Hochul’s

strong numbers to 60% of her dona- 
tions coming from those giving $200 
or less, although the governor’s cam- 
paign has reportedly benefited from 
big-dollar donors, including receiv- 
ing the maximum contribution of 
$47,000 from 30 individual givers 
over the past three months. Hochul’s 
most deep-pocketed donors include 
Hollywood bigwigs such as Steven 
Spielberg of East Hampton. 

Hochul has used ‘her consider- 
able campaign cash to blanket the 
airwaves with ads attacking Zeldin 
over his close ties to Trump and op- 
position to abortion in the wake of 
the June U.S. Supreme Court deci- 
sion that overturned Roe v. Wade. 
Meanwhile, Zeldin bashed Hochul 
for raking in money from those with 
business before the state — she’s come 
under heavy fire for taking $330,000 
from the Tebeble family that runs at- 
home COVID-19 test maker Digital 
Gadgets, which has earned $637 mil- 
lion from the state — while touting 
his campaign’s success with raising 
funds from donors contributing $200 
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or less. 

“Kickback Kathy is desperate to 
cash in on as many pay-to-play cam- 
paign donations as possible, selling 
access to our government so she can 
_ try to cover up her abysmal record,” 

-Zeldin said. “In stark contrast, 91% 
of our donations were $200 dollars or 
less from everyday hardworking New 
Yorkers, including donations from ev- 
ery county across the state.” 

But Hochul’s not alone in tapping 
deep pockets. Zeldin’s campaign has 
also received a significant boost from 
big-dollar fundraisers over the past 
few months hosted by Trump and 
Florida Governor Ron DeSantis. 

POLL POSITION 

Hochul had a 50-46% lead, accord- 
ing to a Quinnipiac University poll 
of likely voters in New York State re- 
leased October 18. : 

Unsurprisingly, Hochul leads in 
liberal New York City with 59-37%, 
and Zeldin is leading Hochul 52-44% 
in conservative-leading rural upstate 
New York, pollsters say. The race is 
tight in the suburbs with Zeldin lead- 
ing Hochul 50-49%, according to the 
poll. 

“In the blue state of New York, the 
race for governor is competitive,” said 
Quinnipiac University Polling Analyst 
Mary Snow. “Democrats have cruised 
to victory in gubernatorial races since 
2006, but Governor Hochul’s narrow 
edge puts Republican Lee Zeldin well 
within striking distance of her.” 

A recent Sienna College poll shows 
Hochul beating Zeldin 52-41% and an 
earlier Marist College poll showed a 
similar margin between the two can- 
didates. The results show Zeldin gain- 
ing on the governor. 

“The polls have continued to show 
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that our message is resonating,” Zeld- 
in said. “We've consistently been gain- 
ing massive ground on Hochul.” 

TRUMPTIFF 

Hochul blasted Zeldin on October 
8 as a “co-conspirator” in the 2021 
storming of the U.S. Capitol Building 
as Congress was voting to certify the 
results of the presidential elections. 

In response to a question from Poli- 
ticsNY, Hochul cited text messages 
Zeldin sent to Trump’s then-Chief of 
Staff Mark Meadows in November 
2020, a day before the election was 
called for Biden, where Zeldin ap- 
peared to offer ideas for how to un- 
dermine the election results. In the 
messages — obtained by Hochul’s 
campaign from the House commit- 
tee investigating the riot — Zeldin 
gave Meadows two ideas for how the 
administration could sow doubt in the 
yet-to-be-announced election results: 
to set up a web page highlighting al- 
leged “voting irregularities” and have 
a spokesperson give daily press brief- 
ings highlighting those irregularities 
in each state. The governor slammed 
Zeldin for the text messages as well 


_ as voting against the certification of 


Biden’s election victory hours after 
the riots. 

“Not only did he vote to overturn 
the presidential election, he was one 
of the early co-conspirators sending 
text messages, trying to give a strat- 
egy to the White House, the Chief of 
Staff of the White House, on how to 
subvert the will of the people,” Hochul 
said. ; 

She questioned how he might re- 
spond if he loses the gubernatorial 
election. 

“He may be doing that right now 
here in the state of New York,” she 
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said. “I don’t know that he’s not al- 


‘ready planning to find a way to, when 


I win the election, question the integ- 
rity of the election. This person can- 
not be trusted.” 

Zeldin’s campaign hit back, saying 
he made it clear in the text messages 
to Trump’s team they should highlight 
vetted and confirmed information 
and make sure that unvetted informa- 
tion is labeled as such. 

“You know Kathy Hochul is des- 
perate when she’d rather obsess over 
a text message sent at the beginning 
of November before the election was 
even called, rather than focusing on 
the issues most important to New 
Yorkers, including rising crime on 
our streets and a skyrocketing cost of 


- living,” said Katie Vincentz, a Zeldin 


campaign representative. 

WAR OF WORDS 

In ratcheting up his campaign 
promise to be tougher on crime than 
Hochul, Zeldin said he would imme- 
diately “declare a crime emergency 
in the state of New York” while ref- 
erencing the recent nonfatal drive-by 
shooting of two teenagers outside of 
his home, among other cases. 

“It is time to take back our streets 
and our subways,” Zeldin said. “All 
law-abiding New Yorkers should be 
able to walk these streets and feel safe 
again.” 

Zeldin’s promise to undo “cash- 
less bail” refers to the bail reform act 
of 2019 that limits the number and 
types of crimes for which judges can 
set bail. The Less Is More Act, enacted 


in September 2021, sets limits on in- - 


carceration for technical violations of 
parole and allows for individuals to 
finish their parole early. The HALT 
Act, or the Humane Alternatives to 
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Long-Term Solitary Confinement Act 
passed in March 2021, restricts the 
use of segregated confinement for in- 
carcerated persons. His reference to 
“Discovery Law changes” referred to a 
2020 law expediting the federal man- 
date in which prosecutors turn over 
evidence to defense attorneys. And 
the Raise the Age law changed the age 
that a child can be prosecuted as an 
adult for criminal cases from 16 to 18. 

Despite the shooting outside his 
home, overall, statistics show Suffolk 
County, where Zeldin lives, is relative- 
ly safe. The county is one of the richest 
in the United States. Last year it had 
the fifth-lowest violent crime rate of 
the state’s 62 counties, according to 
state data. 

Through August, the Suffolk Police 
Department, which patrols much of 
the county of 1.5 million people, had 
reported 47 shootings and 12 shoot- 
ing deaths. That’s fewer than at this 
same point in 2021. There have been 
at least three other shootings in other 
parts of Zeldin’s hometown this year: 
a murder in January, a nonfatal shoot- — 
ing in February and a murder-suicide 
in August. 

Despite Zeldin’s messaging, it’s not 
clear that crime isa top priority for 
voters. In an AP-NORC poll conduct- 
ed in June that allowed U.S. adults to 
name up to five issues they consider 
most important for the government 
to be working on in the next year, 11% 
named crime or violence, unchanged 
since December and well below the 
percentage naming many of the other 
top issues for Americans. A September 
Fox News poll asking people to name - 
one issue motivating them to vote this 
year found just 1% named crime, even 
as most said they were very concerned 
about crime when asked directly. But 
the Quinnipiac poll suggested crime 
was among the top issues for New 
York voters, along with inflation. 

Still, Democrats are responding to 
Republican efforts to portray them 
as soft on crime. Hochul recently an- 
nounced the endorsement of several 
law enforcement unions and released 
her own ad with a public safety mes- 
sage titled, “Focused on it,” to remind 
voters that she toughened the state’s 
gun laws. 

The 10-day early voting period runs 
from October 29 to November 6 ahead 
of Election Day on November 8. To 
find polling places, call the Suffolk 
County Board of Elections at 631-852-

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Remsenburg: The Hamptons’ Discovered ‘Secret’

emsenburg has historically gone 
verlooked as part of the Hamp- 
tons — but those days are fading. Its 
location in the westernmost part of 
the Town of Southampton makes it a 
quick trip to New York City without the 
heavy traffic of many locations closer 
to the Shinnecock Canal, while still 
being part of the Hamptons, close to 
the ever-popular Westhampton Beach 
downtown area and right on the water. 
The hamlet is on Moriches Bay and 
is separated from the Atlantic Ocean 
only by the narrow peninsula where 
Dune Road continues from Hampton 
Bays westward. 
“The secret of Remsenburg has 
finally been discovered giving this 
dreamy hamlet its long overdue, just

Speonk dates to 
the early 1700s, when meadows were 
leased to Southampton cattle farmers, 
and settlers built farms there by the 
mid-1700s. Remsenburg, meanwhile, 
got its name from Charles -Remsen, 
who donated a new Presbyterian 
Church in the 1800s. 

Remsenburg has been home to 
many people of note, including Stan 
Lee, of Marvel Comics fame; P.G. 
Wodehouse, who wrote many of the 
escapades of Bertie Wooster and his 
manservant, Jeeves, from a home on 
Basket Neck Lane; and Frank Loess- 
er, the songwriter behind Broadway 
shows like Guys and Dolls.

“Remsenburg is one of the most 
charming, quintessential hamlets in 
the Hamptons,” says Lauren Spiegel 
of Douglas Elliman, who recently sold 
one of the most expensive properties 
in the area this year. 

“I have grown to adore it and have

A bayfront home at 38 Tuthill Lane 
sold for $4.575 million on June 2. It 
was originally listed on July 31, 2021, 
for $5.299 million with Douglas Elli- 
man’s Enzo Morabito.

the first time the Nantucket-style shin- 
gled home was on the market.

Taxes were listed at $16,945 annu- 
ally — not cheap, but certainly lower 
than they would be further east and 
certainly to the west in Brookhaven 
Town. 

Morabito’s newest Remsemburg 
listing is among the most expensive 
on the market. The estate home at 3 
Halsey Road is asking $6 million. 

The 1.3-acre property includes a 
recently restored eight-bedroom, 
eight-and-a-half-bath main home. The 
grand living room, which features ceil- 
ings that reach 30 feet, was once the 
main room of the Remsenburg Post 
Office. A newly built three-car garage 
and pool house with a kitchen, two ex- 
pansive seating area&s, a full bathroom, 
a full basement and a pergola include 
an oversized heated gunite pool. 

Spiegel’s listing 74-80 Cedar Lane 
remains the most expensive in the 
hamlet. The sprawling property over- 
looking Seatuck Cove and Moriches 
Bay is now asking $14.9 million. 

The 7.35-acre property offers a main 
house that served as a hunting lodge 
in the 19th century, a guest house 
and even an old-fashioned windmill. 
When it last sold in 2016 for $10.875 
million it was the highest-priced sale 
in the hamlet.

EF? our breast cancer awareness cover, we turned 
to Andrea McCafferty and Kat O’Neill, owners 
of The White Room Gallery in Bridgehampton, who 
were kind enough.to provide us with this lovely 
piece, “Super Hot,” by John Joseph Hanright. We 
spoke to the gallery owners about this week’s cover, 
Hanright’s art, and love. 


What makes this piece an ideal choice for 
Dan’s Papers cover art? 

The breast cancer awareness issue ... being both 
women who have had friends go through this ... love 
is often the only thing that gets you through. From 
Leonard Cohen’s “Hallelujah” song: “Well, maybe 
there’s a god above / as for me, all I’ve ever learned 
from love / is how to shoot somebody who outdrew

you. 


What is love? 

To quote whitesmoke.com, “‘Love’ is a word 
used to describe one of the most, if not the most, 
potent experiences available to humans. But what 
‘love’ means from person to person, let alone from 
century to century, is one of the most varied in the 
English language. The word ‘love’ was once ‘leubh, 
a word used by the Proto-Indo-Europeans approxi- 
mately five thousand years ago to describe care 
and desire. When ‘love’ was incorporated into Old 
English as ‘lufu,’ it had turned into both a noun to 
describe deep affection and its offspring verb, to be 
very fond of.” 


How is this painting representative of 
Hanright’s style and work as a whole? 
Hanright finds the titles in the work (ephemera 
text) and will use if it relates and works. He also 
will write down great quotes and/or sayings when 
he hears them almost daily. His notes section in 
his phone is loaded with all different interest- 
ing quotes. Sometimes this drives a work, and/or 
other times helps guide the viewer. He sources all 
his material from vintage magazines and books to 
magazines and ephemera from present day — all 
original material no matter how old, no prints, or 
copies ever used. 


What is Hanright’s greatest source of in- 
spiration, and when is his favorite time of 
day to create? ; 

His greatest source of inspiration comes from 
Andy Warhol, whose approach to art and what art 
can be has allowed him and other artists to have a 
career! Hanright creates every day, and his favorite 
time of day to create is in the evening. He has a sec- 
ond wind of energy and his ideas seem to flow better 
at night, with music playing, a podcast on or an art 
documentary. 


What makes Hanright unique as a pop 
artist, and how would you sum up his brand 
in a one-line pitch? 

What makes Hanright unique as an artist is he 
tries to tell a story within each of his artworks. He 
will help guide the viewer with text, paint and im- 
ages, but it is ultimately the viewer’s past experi- 
ence that will determine their feel and take of his 
art. What one viewer sees and feels will differ from 
another, and this is exactly what Hanright wants 
to stir — past emotions, dreams, experiences.and 
living. He hopes and aims for his work to bring a 
sense of excitement. A musician has a whole song 
to tell a story; Hanright’s rock and roll is displayed 
on panel in front of the viewer to take in. 

We would say if pitching him: “Hanright is a 
contemporary artist, with a finger on the pulse of 
culture and a nod to the past.” 


Would you say Hanright’s art appeals 
more to The White Room Gallery’s New 
York or Florida clientele, or is it equally 
popular in both markets? 

Pop art has universal appeal. The nostalgic in- 
trigue casts a very large net. Memories, history, a 
pure appreciation of the human journey in culture 
reaches the viewer in the North and the South.

The longer, location-challenged 
nd finally in-person 30th Hamptons Interna- 
tional Film Festival, aka HIFF, concluded Sunday 
night, October 16. ; 

“The highpoint for me this year was seeing packed 
audiences and having people get enthusiastic about 
the films,” HIFF Artistic Director David Nugent said 
on closing night. He'd just finished a Q&A for one film 
and was a few minutes from introducing the last. 

It was an early look at the Daniel Craig Netflix who- 
dunnit Glass Onion. The buzz was good enough to lure 
almost the entire HIFF board. 

“We've .had standing ovations and good vibes all 
week,” Nugent added. He missed Guild Hall but said 
it was nice to have East Hampton Middle School. “I 
think people really loved The Whale, Till, She Said, 
Living and Banshees of Inisherin, so there are a lot of 
films this year that, depending on the mood of Oscar 
voters in two months, we'll see where they land.” 

Forget Oscar voters. Hamptons audiences picked 
Return to Seoul as the Best Narrative Feature. 

Written and directed by Davy Chou, the film re- 
volves around a 25-year-old French adoptee who goes 
to South Korea to find her biological family. This one 
got my vote. ; 

Best Doc Feature was Bobi Wine: The People’s 
President. This was also a hit in Venice, so Hamptons 
voters are in good company. The Sentence of Michael 
Thompson was the audience’s favorite short. 

Voting this year was done with QR codes as you 
left the theater. I miss scribbling the little paper bal- 
lots, but the new method probably skews younger and 
avoids dangling chads and recalls. 

As far as the jury was concerned, Lukas Dhont’s 
Close was the Best Narrative Feature. I didn’t see it. 
It’s about two 13-year-old best friends and people who 
did see it were raving.

Easily one of the highlights was a Saturday lun- 
cheon for Dick Cavett Artistic Champion Award 
honoree Mariska Hargitay. The clubby Pridwin hotel 


on Shelter Island was like sitting in someone’s living 
room when a famous name drops by. - 

The laid-back Hargitay told me her first accolade 
was “Sophomore Class President at Marymount High 
School.” She added, “I’ve done a lot since then.” Her 
work to combat sexual abuse has included documen- 
taries and a foundation. She tears up at the top of the 
Q&A after a lengthy intro about her efforts on and 
off camera for what she calls “survivors, not victims.” 
She is off the cuff, friendly and glad to see people like 
Blythe Danner in the audience. 

Sunday I’m polling pals who saw various films.

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Explore History & 
Haunts at the Port 
of Missing Men

es Southampton History Museum 
is offering special access to one 
of the East End’s most storied, and 
haunted, homes, the Port of Missing 
Men, on Saturday, October 22 for a 
tour and ghost hunt. 

One of the last surviving Gilded Age 
mansions, the home’s interior has re- 
mained unchanged since the 1920s, 
when it was a getaway for H.H. Rog- 
ers Jr. and his buddies who would es- 
cape their families who summered in 
Southampton and disappear together 
to hunt game and do what men do 
when unfettered by wives and chil- 
dren. Rumor has it their duck blinds 
were connected to Wall Street so the 
men could continue making deals and 
do their work while avoiding other, 
more domestic responsibilities. 

Builder of the Port of Missing Men, 
Col. Henry Huttleston Rogers II’s 
father was Gilded Age industrialist 
and robber baron Henry Huttleston 
“Hell-Hound” Rogers of Standard 
Oil, who was once named America’s 
wealthiest man. He left $50,000,000 
to his children, according to his 1909 
obituary in The New York Times, and 
the Port of Missing Men was con- 
structed in 1910 from the fruits of that 
inheritance. 

Situated near Conscience Point

and designed by John Russell Pope, — 


the estate was created on more than 
2,000 acres on the Great Peconic Bay 
as a hunting lodge, and it remains oc- 
cupied by the Rogers family scions, 
though the vast property has dimin- 
ished to a still-significant 600 acres 
over the years. It may be the last 
Gilded Age mansion on Long Island 
owned by the original family, and it’s 
a rare treat to visit its historic halls. 

At 5 p.m. on Saturday, the current 
owner will lead a few special guests 
through the extensive private quar- 
ters that leads to a Prohibition era 
bar — there was a bootleggers’ drop 
nearby. Then, at 6 p.m., the cocktail 
party begins in the Great Room and 
the ghost hunt commences in a guest 
wing built in 1661 by a Southampton 
pioneering family that is now part of 
the complex. 

Long Island Paranormal Investi- 
gators (LIPI), an experienced group 
that’s been operating since 2003, will 
lead the ghost hunt for guests at the 
Port of Missing Men, which is said 
to be quite haunted. LIPI uses a va- 
riety of electronic devices and audio 
and video recording equipment to 
measure and capture any signs of the 
paranormal, and guests will join them 
in the search for long dead denizens of 
the lodge. 

Homeowner and widow of Rogers

family descendent Peter Salm, Count- 
ess Wiltraud von Salm-Hoogstraeten, 
or Willi Salm — who is host for Sat- 
urday evening — once told The South- 
ampton Press, “All my guests have

seen a ghost in there,” about the 17th 
century wing where the investigation 
will take place. She described an ap- 
parition of a girl in a white dress, 
which could make sense considering 
a number of children supposedly died 
there. 

For those who are more interested 
in things of a:corporeal nature, the 
Port of Missing Men will be some- 
thing special to behold, and a rare op- 
portunity to step into the past. 

Southampton History Museum 
executive director Tom Edmonds 
says, “This is a unique opportunity to 
search for hidden spirits in one of the 
last Gilded Age mansions still owned 
by the original family.” 

Proceeds from this event will fund 
the Southampton History Museum’s 
ongoing maintenance on four separate 
properties with 14 historic buildings 
and free education programs for ev- 
eryone. Address and arrival instruc- 
tions will be provided upon purchase 
of tickets.

The pandemic delayed it, but 
the mayor, Rotary Club and 
the community are making it 
happen! 

Riding the miniature train 
was a Greenport tradition 
and now, the generosity of 
the town’s Rotary Club (which 
purchased the train from the 
deceased owner), Mayor Hub- 
ble and the town’s many fund- 
raising events have teamed up 
to make it possible to ride the 
train again! 

Being there was great fun, 
as was getting there! 

I was in Sag Harbor and 
took the ferry, which runs 
every eight minutes, for the 
five-minute ride into Shelter 
Island. We continued on to the 
ferry to Greenport. 

Being in the open air with 
the wind blowing my hair and 
viewing the stately homes dot- 
ting the Shelter Island coast 
was a refreshing break from 
the world.

Future at Oct. 22 Gala

on’t touch that dial — the North 

Fork TV Festival returns with a 
special Greenport event this Saturday, 
October 22 to once again celebrate the 
innovative minds of present and future 
television. Now in its eighth year, the 
NFTVF is welcoming the community 
to join in its kickoff to a reimagined 
festival led by its inaugural executive 
director, Monica Halpert. 

The 2022 NFTVF is unlike the festi- 
vals of years past, which had multiple 
days of screenings at Greenport The- 
atre. This year, the NFTVF takes the 
shape of a one-night intimate gala for 
locals, friends and supporters of the 
annual festival. Taking place at Clau- 
dio’s on Greenport’s Main Street, the 
event begins with a VIP reception for 
patrons and host ticket holders at 6 
p.m. Then at 7 p.m., all ticket holders 
will enjoy a cocktail hour and raw bar 
before the dinner, program and Can- 
opy Award presentation begins. The 
night culminates in an after party and 
TV karaoke at 10 p.m. 

Each year, the Canopy Award — 
which honors a New York television 


community member whose persis- 
tence, integrity, independence and 
collaboration stoke the creative am- 
bitions of storytellers — and other 
awards are presented to distinguished 
industry leaders such as Christopher 
Jackson, Patina Miller, Kelsey Gram- 
mer, Constance Wu, Aasif Mandvi, 
Jeremy Sisto and Bridget Moynihan. 
This year, the Canopy Award will 
honor Emmy- and Tony-nominated 
star of screen and stage J. Smith-Cam- 
eron. Best known for her starring role 
as Gerri Kellman in HBO’s Succes- 
sion, she’s also appeared on television 
in Rectify, True Blood and The Days 
and Nights of Molly Dodd; in film in 
Christina Choe’s Nancy and B. J. No- 
vak’s July 2022 thriller Vengeance; 
and on the stage in Sean O’Casey’s 
Juno and the Paycock and Timberlake 
Wertenbaker’s Our Country’s Good. 
The unique nature of the NFTVF 
gala on October 22 is to serve as a 
pivot and launch party of sorts, Halp- 
ert explains — a chance to share her 
vision for a “super vibrant, revitalized 
festival” in 2023, which she hopes to 
begin planning as early as October 
23. “This is really a kickoff moment to

introduce myself, introduce the vision 
for 2023 and beyond, and really think 
about taking the founders’ original vi- 
sion, which is still absolutely relevant 
and intact, and how were going to 
involve that and transform it to make 
the North Fork TV Festival relevant 
for this moment,” she says. “Over the 
course of seven years, the original 
mission hasn’t changed.” 

That mission is to celebrate “the 
future of independent scripted televi- 
sion, gathering buyers and sellers in 
a global marketplace and providing a 
platform for emerging creators” and 
to champion “the evolution of televi- 
sion and the independent spirit of 
the North Fork, while convening the 
innovative minds of executives and 
emerging creators, directors, writers 
and actors.” 

Halpert expands on that mission 
statement, “The original idea, and it 
still is, is to really curate and show- 
case the most exciting and new emerg- 
ing voices and artists in independent 
television — creators who don’t have 
access, don’t have resources, don’t 
have the connections but are mentally 
incredibly talented — and to give them 
a platform and a place to bring them 
together with industry executives, 
mentors, legends of the field who can 
do anything from provide super pro- 
ductive feedback to actually changing 
their lives.” 

One of Halpert’s biggest goals for 
the festival is to become a true “cata- 
lyst to really evolve the model from 
just showing (TV pilots) to actually 


closing the loop for them and figuring 
out ways to help them take their work 
and get it out to the world.” She adds, 
“I think we have this perfect storm of a 
rabid audience, creators who have sto- 
ries to tell, an industry that’s looking 
for new and novel breakthrough ideas, 
and we bring that all together.” 

A North Fork resident for over 23 
years, having previously served as the 
CMO of Sundance Institute and Amy’s 
Kitchen, and as a strategic advisor to 
the Toronto International Film Festival 
and Stanford School, Halpert considers 
the North Fork an exceptional place full 
of creators with stories to tell and the 
talent to do so if given the opportunity. 

“There are creators everywhere out 
here, and I’m hoping that next year 
we can really showcase and celebrate 
the homegrown talent we have in our 
backyard,” she says of the North Fork 
community, adding that she’s excited 
to direct “something that I believe so 
strongly in and that can have a tre- 
mendous impact on artists and bring 
their stories to life in a place that is so 
dear to me.” 

Halpert’s sights are set on return- 
ing to the Greenport Theatre for a 
reimagined 2023 festival and possibly 
expanding to additional venues next 
year or in the future. Tickets holders 
for the 2022 gala will learn more about 
her vision for a revitalized North Fork 
TV Festival and how they can support 
the nonprofit organization and its ex- 
citing annual festival.

Here, 
the artist discusses the beauty of the 
North Fork, her representative art 
style and her background in teaching. 


What inspired you to paint the 
Momentum in “Greenport Har- 
bor in Moonlight” and was this 
done plein air or in your studio? 

In the summer of 2010, I was pho- 
tographing Greenport at night to use 
as painting research. The Momentum 
happened to be docked by Preston’s 
and was irresistible as subject matter 
in the full moon. I took several photos 
of the schooner and worked on it in 
the studio. 


How did you decide on the 
painting’s composition, colors 
and other design details? 

The setting really composed itself 
— the subject, the lighting, the forms 
and the point of view. It had focus, 
movement and interesting detail. I 
emphasized the cool lighting of the 
moonlight and its reflection as it con- 
trasted with the warm lights on the 
dock and boat. 


What do you find most enjoy- 
able about painting North Fork 
landscapes and seascapes? 

The landscapes and seascapes of the 
North Fork are so plentiful and var-

ied. I am attracted to all of the subject 
matter, but I particularly enjoy how 
the strong mid-morning and late af- 
ternoon lighting dramatically empha- 
sizes the color and forms of the farms, 
vineyards, orchards and beaches. 


How would you describe your 
art style and how did you devel- 
op it? 

My style is representative. I was first 
trained as a “commercial” artist in the 
late 60s. In that era of pre-digital 
photography, artists were trained to 
meticulously render merchandise for 
publication.

bertville Station Restaurant (Lam- 
bertville, NJ) in its 25th anniversary 
art show and sale. The show featured 
the work of very talented and well- 
established artists, so I was amazed 
and honored that my work not only 
was awarded “Best in Show” but also 
was purchased by the owner of the 
restaurant. 


What is one short-term or 
long-term artistic goal you'd like 
to achieve?

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Picking Grapes and Looking to the Future at Peconic Bay Vineyards

A: this year’s harvest moon rose 
ver the East End in early Sep- 
tember, local winemakers were im- 
mersed in an annual ritual that began 
on the North Fork almost 50 years 
ago. 

The process of shepherding the 
grapes of summer from vine to table 
has gotten a lot more sophisticated 
since Louisa and Alex Hargrave first 
planted on a swath of Cutchogue 
farmland in 1973. But an obsessive fo- 
cus on climate remains a constant for 
winegrowers. 

With a colder-than-average winter 
and a prolonged drought, the 2022 
harvest was not without its challeng- 
es. 

The “picking season” generally runs 
from early September for white grapes 
to early November for more robust red 
grapes such as Cabernet Sauvignon. 
According to Greg Gove, winemaker 
at Peconic Bay Vineyards (PBV) in 
Cutchogue, an unusually hot and dry 
summer forced him to adjust that 
timetable on the fly. 

“This year, with the heat, every- 
thing was accelerated,” says Gove, 
“We picked earlier.” 

Even the birds that flock to eat the 
grapes as they ripen came three weeks 
early, forcing the winemaker to rush 
to put up protective netting. 

“The birds have been doing this a 
lot longer than we have,” notes Gove. 
“They know when it’s time. They were 
thirsty from the lack of rain.” 

The chilly winter also wreaked a bit 
of havoc. “There’s a chance that a deep 
freeze in the winter can affect your 
crop — and we saw that this year,” he 
explains. “We actually did have lower 
crop yields. This year was tough in a 
lot of ways.” 

Challenges aside, Gove remains 
confident in the harvest. “I think the 
whites are going to be very good, but 
I’m really excited about the red wines 
this year,” he says, drawing a sample 
of still-fermenting Pinot Noir from 
the spigot of a massive stainless steel 
vat. “Red grapes really thrive in the 
kind of conditions we had.” 

After picking, de-stemming, press- 
ing, fermenting, barrel aging and a 
healthy dose of vinicultural art and 
science, the white grapes from the 
2022 harvest will be bottled as fin- 
ished varietals in 2023. The 2023 vin- 
tages will also mark the North Fork’s 
official 50-year winemaking anniver- 
sary as certified by the Long Island 
Wine Council. Red varietals from this 
year’s harvest will appear a year or so 


later in 2024. 


THE WEATHER GODDESS 

Since winemakers spend huge 
chunks of their professional lives 
adapting to climate issues, it’s fitting 
that Stacey Soloviev, PBV’s owner, has 
been dubbed “the Weather Goddess” 
by her management team, which in- 
cludes Gove and general manager Ken 
Cereola. 

According to Cereola, Soloviev 
earned her sobriquet based on her un- 
canny ability to summon good weath- 
er during important outdoor events at 
the vineyard. 

While Soloviev may not be able to 
tweak the weather during growing 
season, she hopes to make it rain with 
her expansion plans for PBV. 

The scion of a prominent business 
family who purchased the vineyard in 
2019, Soloviev plans to transform the 
53-acre property into a full-service 
destination resort. 

“I was always focused on the big- 
ger vision for this property,” Soloviev 
says. “We've almost finished the de- 
sign process for a new hotel, a spa, a 
restaurant and a new winemaking 
facility and tasting room.” 

“My idea is to get people into the 
vineyards, stay here for the weekend, 
see the growing grapes and the wine- 
making process,” she adds. “I want to 
have guest chefs come out, have a lot 
of wine pairings and food preparation 
and really let people see what this re- 
gion has to offer.” 

Currently, the winery is fronted by 
a comparatively modest and intimate 
tasting room with a patio and picnic 
area out back that look out on the 
vines. Winemaking and storage are 
housed off the tasting room and park- 
ing area. There’s also a standalone

covered barn for private wine tastings 
and special events. 

“Ours is one of the smaller tasting 
rooms. If it rains, we have nowhere 
to put our reservations,” the Weather 
Goddess laments. 

The winery offers a full tasting ex- 
perience with and without food pair- 
ings. Though it changes from year to 
year, its current wine roster features 
nine varietals, all produced on prem- 
ises and estate grown on the main 
property or one of three additional 
farms PBV owns and operates in the 
region. 

The white grape varietals include 
Long Island mainstays Chardonnay 
(traditional and barrel-aged) and Sau- 
vignon Blanc, as well as Riesling and 
Viognier. Red varietals include Mer- 
lot, Cabernet Franc and Malbec. 

PBV also produces a Blanc de 
Blancs sparkling wine and “Gillie’s 
Rosé,” which is named after Soloviev’s 
14-year old-daughter, who designed 
and illustrated the bottle’s label. 

PBV doesn’t currently have the abil- 
ity to prepare hot food on premises. 
However, the vineyard incorporates 
meats, cheeses and seafood from local 
vendors to create imaginative wine/ 
food pairings for its guests. 

The vineyard also features an in- 
house oyster bar through its part- 
nership with the Hampton Oyster 
Company, which farms its oysters in 
Peconic Bay. Founded in 2016, the 
company describes itself as “the re- 
gion’s first deep-water, surface-grown 
oyster farm.” 

When Soloviev’s team is asked to 
cite their personal favorite wine/food 
pairings, Ken Cereola answers quick- 
ly: “Viognier and oysters.” 

Soloviev doesn’t hesitate, either: 
“Malbec and chocolate.” 


A seasoned winemaker who’s been 
doing his thing for decades, Greg Gove 
answers a little more slowly — and 
a little more specifically: “Unoaked 
acidic fruit-forward white wines with 
light acidic food like flounder.” 


THE TASTES, THEY ARE A 
CHANGING 

As the North Fork evolves and visi- 
tors become more discerning about 
what they choose to eat and drink, 
Soloviev and her team have noticed a 
shift in the wine flavor profiles their 
guests expect. 

“In years past, a lot of our custom- 
ers were ‘sweet seekers, ” says Cereola, 
who manages the vineyard’s tasting 
room. “But in the past decade or so, 
people have learned more about how 
wine is made and are being presented 
with quality bottles more consistently. 
Now they’e really seeking an elevated 
bottle instead of just a sweet bomb 
that’s going to satisfy their palate.” 

“For the last 10 years, people have 
been asking for our driest bottle of 
wine,” he continues. “That’s an amaz- 
ing thing to hear.” 

While its tasting and hospitality 
facilities are on the smaller side in 
relation to many of its North Fork 
neighbors, PBV’s annual winemak- 
ing output places it among the more 
productive vineyards in the region, 
according to Gove. 

With a total of 124 acres spread 
across four farms, including the vine- 
yard itself, PBV can produce about 
26,000 cases of wine per year. That 
output is set to increase to about 
35,000 cases with a new 24-acre 
planting planned for this year. (Gove 
estimates that the “average” North 
Fork winemaker produces around 
10,000 cases per year.) 

With an expanding population of 
full-time residents, and more visitors 
than ever, the North Fork presents a 
lot of opportunities for development— 
a fact not lost on Stacey Soloviev, par- 
ticularly given her position as a well- 
funded vineyard owner with a robust 
wine-producing capability and ample 
real estate on which to build. 

But Soloviev also understands that 
local politics aren't always easy to 
navigate. As she gestures to a gravel 
driveway where she hopes to one day 
see a hotel pool, she pauses and says, 
“We will be submitting our plans to 
the town very soon. 

“We've gotten a lot of great feedback 
so far,” she continues. “Once we get 
the approvals, the build itself won’t be 
difficult. Everything is contingent on 
that.”

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Construction Begins 
on Greenport Express 
Station House

Ihe Greenport Express is_ pick- 
ing up steam. On October 15, the 
Rotary Club of Greenport hosted a 
groundbreaking ceremony on Moore’s 
Lane to kick off construction of a sta- 
tion house for the miniature railroad 
it is building to revive a storied Green- 
port tradition. 
From 1985 to 2012, Greenport 
resident Frank Field gave rides to the 
public on a miniature railroad that 


a long-time Rotarian who had fond 
memories of taking his grandchildren 
to ride Frank Field’s train on Sundays. 

Cherepowich “was very active in the 
Greenport community, always trying 
to make it a better place however he 
could,” says his daughter, Heather 
Walker. “He believed bringing back 
the miniature railroad would provide 
families of all ages with a fun activity 
in our village for generations to come.” 

The train was nicknamed the Joe 
Cherry Choo Choo in honor of Chere-

he built near his home. Like many 
Greenport residents, Rotary members 
have fond memories of taking their 
children and grandchildren to ride 
Frank Field’s train, and, for several 
years, the club has worked in partner- 
ship with the Village of Greenport to 
build a new railroad in the woods near 
Moore’s Lane. 

“As a Rotary Club, we want to try 
to promote and keep the traditions 
that have made Greenport a special 
place to live,” says Richard Israel, who 
chairs the Rotary’s train committee. 
Israel’s kids grew up riding the train, 
especially on Halloween. “Every- 
one would go trick-or-treating, and 
then take a ‘spooky’ ride on the train 
afterward.” 

The railroad revival project was 
launched by the late Joe Cherepowich, 


powich, who died three years ago 
from pancreatic cancer. 

Walker, a Rotarian, is helping 
advance her father’s project and is 
pleased to see it moving to the next 
stage after many challenges, includ- 
ing a drawn-out approvals process 
and, since the pandemic began, ris- 
ing costs of materials, limited access 
to workers and a longer than normal 
wait for supplies. 

“We had a few bumps especially due 
to COVID-19 but our amazing group 
of Rotarians never stopped chugging 
along,” Walker says. “We are getting 
close to the finish line.” 

Approvals have been secured from 
the Department of Environmental 
Conservation and the village, the 
train engine and three passenger cars 
have been acquired and restored, the

track and railroad ties have been se- 
cured, the path has been cleared and 
the station house has been designed. 

“The community as a whole has 
pitched in to support this project,” 
Israel says. “There’s a tremendous list 
of people who have asked what they 
can do. People have donated money, 
railroad ties and stone. An electrician 
offered to do all the wiring for the 
building.” 

The next steps for the Rotary are 
to build the station house, lay tracks 
and continue fundraising. Accord- 
ing to Israel, the Rotary still needs to 
raise $250,000. But two donors re- 
cently offered to match donations up 
to $125,000, thus doubling the impact 
of gifts up to that amount. “So now we 
only have to raise $125,000 to get to 
our goal,” Israel says. 

The Rotary is also seeking volun- 
teers from various trades, such as 
carpenters and plumbers, to help with 
construction. Following Saturday’s 
groundbreaking ceremony, the plan 


was to start digging the foundation on 
Monday for the station house, where 
people will buy tickets and board 
the train. The station house, which 
Israel says will be approximately 
2,000 square feet, will also include a 
community room, which Israel says 
can be used for various exhibits and 
educational programs, along with 
storage space for the train and public 
restrooms. 

“The station house is near ball fields 
and a skate park, and there are no 
bathrooms nearby, so we are happy to 
be able to provide them,” Israel notes. 
“When the Rotary was founded in 
Chicago in 1905, one of its first proj- 
ects was to build public bathrooms. So 
that hit a chord for us Rotarians.” 

The railroad will serve as a family- 
friendly attraction to draw people to 
Greenport, similar to the village’s re- 
nowned carousel, Israel says. 

“Tt will eventually pay for itself 
through ticket sales and it will not 
cost the village any money,” he adds.

WwW harvest season underway 
on the East End, we checked in 


with Long Island Farm Bureau Ad- 
ministrative Director Robert Carpen- 
ter about the state of this year’s crop 
and the issues that are keeping local 
farmers up at night. 

Long Island was classified as 
being in a severe drought. How 
will the lack of rain impact this 
year’s crop yield? 

There’s been quite a bit of talk about 
drought conditions. But farmers do 
have the capacity to irrigate their crops 
separate and distinct from using Wa- 
ter Authority water. It had been very 
dry ... so farmers have had to do more 
irrigation this year, but they have been 
able to keep up, with minimal damage. 
Things are looking pretty good in the 
fields, and there’s enough crop to go 
around. When it’s a wet year, the mois- 
ture allows disease to spread. When 
it’s dry, there’s less disease pressure, 
so I have heard of very little crops be- 
ing diseased this year. 

What are some of the biggest 
issues facing farmers this year? 

First and foremost, the labor short- 
age is a major issue affecting all sec- 


tors, not just farmers. Businesses have 
had to cut back from seven to five 
days because they don’t have enough 
people to do the work. Restaurants 
have had to limit the reservations they 
take because they don’t have staff to 
get the food out. Stores are reducing 
the amount of product they carry and 
manufacturers are cutting back on 
what they can produce. It’s a system- 
atic problem. With the labor shortage 
across all sectors, competition for 
workers has gotten more intense and 
driven up wages. 

Two other big issues of late have 
been the high cost of fuel and the high 
cost of fertilizer. Fertilizer takes some 
energy to produce, and a lot of it is pro- 
duced overseas. Shipping issues and 
high fuel costs have contributed to an 
increase in fertilizer costs. 

How are farmers impacted by 
the high cost of labor on LI? 

We have a $15 minimum wage, 
which is higher than most places in 
the country and puts Long Island 
farmers at a competitive disadvantage. 
The minimum wage in Pennsylvania is 
$7.25 an hour, and it’s not that hard to 
bring product from Pennsylvania to 
Long Island. Let’s suppose I’ve got a 
truckload of extra watermelons and I 


want to send them to Hunts Point in 
New York City, which is the gathering 
place for all produce from a 300-mile 
radius. A Pennsylvania farmer sends 
in watermelons and his cost of pro- 
duction is considerably less. Farming 
is a commodity industry. It’s not like 
Farmer Joe can say, “This case of wa- 
termelons cost me X to produce and I 
need X markup.” The farmer gets what 
the market is bearing, and the higher 
labor costs are a disadvantage to Long 
Island farmers. 

Can farmers hire foreign work- 
ers to combat the labor shortage? 

The H-2A visa program, which is 
specific to agricultural work, allows 
farmers to hire workers from other 
countries temporarily. Some farmers 
have had success with the program, 
but it’s a complex process. In the H-2A 
program, farmers must provide hous- 
ing for the workers, and fulfilling the 
housing requirement is getting to be 
almost as hard as finding workers. 
Farmers in some towns have the ability 
to put worker housing on their farms. 
But local municipalities remain con- 
cerned about agricultural workforce 
housing and farmers must go through 
a lengthy process. Workforce housing 
is a policy issue that needs to be looked 


at and addressed to allow workers to 
be able to come and work on farms. 
H-2A workers are temporary; they do 
the job and live here for X amount of 
time, and then they are required to go 
home. Farmers have to go through the 
visa process again the following year 
to bring the workers back. 

The H-2B visa program allows com- 
panies to hire seasonal and temporary 
workers for landscaping and other in- 
dustries. The H-2B program does not 
require the employer to provide hous- 
ing. But this program is capped, which 
causes problems because there aren't 
enough visas to bring enough work- 
ers here to fill all the open positions in 
landscaping and other affiliated indus- 
tries. Therefore, there are still labor 
shortages in these industries, which 
means those employers are competing 
with farmers for workers. 

How late into the fall does the 
harvest extend? 

That depends on the crop. For cer- 
tain crops, like grapes, it’s until you 
get a hard freeze — usually the end 
of October or early November. But for 
broccoli, cauliflower, kale, cabbage — 
what we call cole crops — it can last 
until the end of December depending 
on the weather.

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Breast Cancer: Tips on Prevention, 
Screening and Latest Treatments

en October rolls around, it’s a month of mixed 
emotions: courage, fear, dread and hopefully 
relief. Welcome to Breast Cancer Awareness Month, 
which if you've ever had breast cancer, as I did eight 
years ago, is more than a month of awareness — it’s 
an everyday thing that you learn to live with over 
time, never letting down your guard. A lot of it is 
mental coping, managing your thoughts, staying in 
the present. The rest is being proactive about your 
health. Early detection is key. 
So yes, all those pink ribbons are valuable remind- 
ers to get checked. 
Last week, after my yearly mammogram/ultra- 


sound, I got the good news, “See you next year.” I ran’ 


out to the street, determined to live even more fully. 
But after being diagnosed with an early stage HER2+ 
breast cancer that was thankfully treated (chemo, 
lumpectomy, radiation) and is gone, I’m constantly 
on the alert for. information that will help me to con- 
tinue to live a healthy life. 

What are the latest treatments for breast cancer? 
How can you help prevent an occurrence or a reoc- 
currence? We checked in with medical oncologist 
Dr. Jules Cohen at Stony Brook Cancer Center for an 
update. 

Where are we in terms of women diagnosed 
with breast cancer and treatments? 

Something like 250,000 women per year in the 
U.S. are diagnosed with breast cancer and 30,000-— 
40,000 women die in the U.S. of breast cancer — so 
most people who get breast cancer of course don’t die 
and are cured. The reason the cure rate is so high is: 
1. Because of early detection, with screening mam- 
mograms; and 2. Judicious use of adjuvant or post- 
operative therapies such as chemotherapy, hormonal 
therapy and estrogen therapy. 

In the curative setting, when people present with 
Stage 1, 2 or 3 breast cancer, or breast cancer that 
only involves the breast or what we call “local region- 
al lymph nodes,” the therapies are very effective and 
again, the cure rates are very high. 

What are some of the latest treatments? 

If anything, what we are trying to do is get away 
from the more toxic therapies (such as) Anthracy- 
cline, the drug used (to treat high risk) breast cancer 
in the past ... now we often substitute the regimen 
TCHP (Taxotere, Carboplatin, Herceptin, Perjeta) 
and sometimes we are even able to give THP (Taxol, 
Herceptin, Pergetta); we often will give that pre- 
operatively so the tumor can shrink ... if it works 
really well and there’s no tumor left by the time we 
get to surgery, we may not give any more additional 
chemotherapy. 

For HER2 — breast cancer (the most com- 
mon type), any new treatments out there? 

Certainly we have anti-estrogen therapies and 
hormonal therapies that we've had for year,s includ- 
ing Tamoxifen and aromatase inhibitors (AIs). But 


now there’s a new class of medicines that is not quite 
ready for prime time but hopefully soon — the Oral 
SERD — that stands for selective estrogen-receptor 
degrader — these are medicines that may be at least 
as good as the current anti-estrogens and may have 
particular utility to people who are resistant to con- 
ventional anti-estrogens. 

For patients who have BRCA 1 or BRCA 2 genetic 
disposition (only about 5% of breast cancer patients 
have the BRCA gene) there is now a class of PARP 
inhibitors which can be useful in reducing the risk of 
breast cancer recurrence. 

Similarly, patients with high risk estrogen recep- 
tor positive breast cancer may benefit from the use 
of what are called the CDK inhibitors which are now 
available for high risk patients in the early stage 
setting. 

Best advice for prevention and for mainte- 
nance post treatment? 

I recommend that people have as little surgery that 
they need; there is no ‘advantage to getting bilateral 
mastectomies over a lumpectomy followed by ra- 
diation, so unless there’s a technical reason why you 
have to have a mastectomy or bilateral mastectomies, 
most of the time if you can get away with a lumpec- 
tomy and radiation I would recommend that you do 
that, and if you need chemo, to get a couple of opin- 
ions to make sure you are getting the right, appropri- 
ate level of chemo, and then take the anti-estrogen 
therapy as prescribed for 5-10 years depending on 
your oncologist’s recommendation. 

Other than medications and _ therapies, 
what can people do to prevent breast cancer 
and/or reoccurrence? 

Diet and exercise have been shown to be protective 
against. breast cancer both for getting it in the first 
place and protective for having breast cancer reoccur 
once you've had it. We know that lots of aerobic ex- 
ercise (and) a high fruit and vegetable diet is protec- 
tive against breast cancer. We know that a high BMI 
(body mass index) increases your risk for developing 
breast cancer or having breast cancer reoccurrence 
so for people who are considered overweight or obese 
per their body mass index number, weight loss is 
definitely recommended. 

Obviously regular screening for women. Some- 
thing like 40% of women have dense breasts ... 


sometimes the mammograms are less sensitive 


in women with dense breasts, so for some of those 
women we recommend a yearly MRI in addition to 
a yearly mammogram and they would alternate the 
mammogram and MRIs at six month intervals ... 
We recommend they do the so-called 3D mammo- 
gram or mammogram with tomosynthesis — it’s a 
more comprehensive mammogram that improves 
their ability to detect breast cancers and to rule out 
so-called false positives ... While the characteris- 
tics of an ultrasound may not be great, there’s re- 
ally no risk associated with it — if it does happen to 
catch a breast cancer a mammogram doesn’t catch,

obviously that’s a good thing. 

What about alcohol use? 

Apparently even a small amount of regular alcohol 
use increases your risk of developing breast cancer 
so the recommendations are very, very stringent — 
you really should drink as little as possible to avoid 
breast cancer and other types of cancer. That said, I 
think the goal, whether it’s prevention or treatment 
of breast cancer, is to allow people to have normal, 
happy, healthy lives so I don’t think any strict rules 
that are so strict they impede or impair your quality 
of life are really worth following, but I think you want 
to be reasonable, one should not drink alcohol on a 
regular basis and save it for special occasions. 

Anything you would like to add? 

We should never forget the patients who have 
metastatic disease, which is breast cancer that has 
spread beyond the breast to local regional lymph 
nodes or to the bone or liver or other regional parts 
of the body and that our treatments for metastatic 
breast cancer have also improved significantly over 
the last 50 years ... Hopefully the goal is not only to 
prevent metastatic disease through screening mam- 
mograms and judicious use of systemic therapies, 
but also to be able to hopefully cure metastatic breast 
cancer one day so that nobody dies from it.

ness Month. As healthcare lead- 
ers, we see that much of the public 
focus is on raising research funds and 
helping support families dealing with 
the disease. Suffolk County residents 
must also participate in the other 
aspect of Breast Cancer Awareness 
Month: schedule a mammogram and 
encourage others to get screened. 

The National Cancer Institute pre- 
dicts that 287,850 women will be di- 
agnosed with breast cancer in 2022. 
It remains the most common type of 
cancer, ahead of second-place prostate 
cancer. Discovering breast cancer in 
the early stage is the key to optimiz- 
ing survival. According to the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society, when invasive 
breast cancer is detected early, when 
it is confined to the breast, the 5-year 
relative survival rate is 90%. When it 
is detected in Stage 0, DCIS, with the 
cancer cells still confined in the ducts, 
the survival is 99%. We strongly en- 
courage women in their 40s to sched- 
ule mammograms and not wait until 
their 50s to begin screening. Some 
women may also need supplemental 
screenings with ultrasounds or MRI’s 
based on past history, family history 
and breast density. 

The US Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) still reports that 
nearly 30% more women get a mam- 
mogram in their 50s than in their 40s. 
This trend MUST change. The Nation- 


al Cancer Institute predicts that wom- 
en 54 or younger will make up nearly 
30% of new breast cancer diagnoses 
in 2022. Women in that age group will 
represent 15% of about 43,000 breast 
cancer deaths expected this year. 

Catching breast cancer early can 
dictate the magnitude and invasive- 
ness of treatment. For example, wom- 
en with smaller or earlier cancers may 
have the option of having a lumpecto- 
my/breast conservation surgery. Early 
detection may also impact the need 
for chemotherapy and radiation after 
surgery. 

When found early, the cancer is typi-

cally at a stage where it is more cur- 
able and/or has not spread to lymph 
nodes or other organs. Mammograms 
often detect breast cancer before 
symptoms become evident, such as 
a lump or skin changes. Peconic Bay 
Medical Center has established ad- 
vanced cancer screening technology 
to significantly enhance our ability to 
analyze breast tissue and find previ- 
ously undetectable abnormalities. Our 
Cancer Services Program also offers 
free screenings for uninsured Suffolk 
County residents who meet eligibility 
requirements so there are no obstacles 
to women getting screening early and

Early detection of breast cancer not 
only impacts treatment but could be 
the difference between life and death. 
Every woman should talk to her doc- 
tor about family history of cancers, ge- 
netic testing, breast density, diet, and 
general health, and SHOULD NOT 
skip her annual mammogram.

Stony Brook Mammography Van Marks 5,000th Screening

e Stony Brook Cancer Center's 
Mobile Mammography Van re- 
cently provided its 5,o0oth free cancer 
screening in four.years, a milestone it 
reached days before the region marked 
Breast Cancer Awareness Month. 

The custom-built, 40-foot state-of- 
the art van equipped with 3D digital 
mammography equipment has been 
on the road touring Long Island pro- 
viding mammograms since 2018. In 
that time, cancer has been diagnosed 
in 27 women who've been tested in 
the van. 

“It's important to Long Island be- 
cause this mobile unit is making it 
much easier for women to access mam- 
mograms,” says Dr. Patrick J. Dineen, 
program coordinator for Stony Brook 
Cancer Center's Mammography Mo- 
bile Screening Program. “Over half the

patients screened on the mobile unit 
are uninsured and this allows them to 
get a mammogram at no cost.” 

The van includes a check-in area, 
changing room, one-way windows and 
exam room in addition to the mam- 


mography suite. After each 15-min- 
ute screening, all patients leave with 
educational materials and are guided 
through the process if they need follow- 
up imaging, a biopsy or treatments. 
Local businesses, churches, schools, 
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libraries and other organizations of- 
ten call to ask that the van attend area 
events, sometimes more than once an- 
nually, Dr. Dineen says. 

More than 80% of the patients who 
have been diagnosed through the mo- 
bile screening program have elected 
to be treated at Stony Brook Cancer 
Center. 

The program recently expanded 
services on the mobile unit to include 
blood pressures, cholesterol screenings 
and blood glucose level test. FIT (fecal 
immunochemical test) kits that contain 
materials for noninvasive colon cancer 
screenings are also distributed for indi- 
viduals to complete at home. 


While people are encouraged to 
schedule an appointment, the van can 
accommodate walk-ins. For more in-

What are the latest trends 
you’re seeing? 

Right now were decorating for 
Halloween for some clients and af- 
ter that we jump right into Christ- 
mas lights. We put them up, but we 
don’t turn them on until they need 
to be on. Usually at the beginning 
of November we start putting up the 
Christmas lights. We won't start put- 
ting up the wreaths or the the roping 
or anything but we will put the lights 
on the roof. You won't even know 
they’re there until you turn them on. 
We started: getting calls in July. ’m 
sure it’s going to be a very good sea- 
son. People are over the whole CO- 
VID thing and want to bring some 
light back into their lives. We're here 
for them. 

Our clients that were here last 
year booked last year for this year 
so that they had an early spot. Be- 
cause nobody wants to wait until the 
last minute, but we do serve people 
who want to decorate the day before 
Christmas. As long as I have the 
manpower to do it, we're there. 


How intricate do some of 
these displays get? 

We basically do tree lightings, roof 
lightings, all the peaks in the roofs, 
no matter how big, ground lighting, 
garland. We do indoors as well, we do 
some Christmas trees indoors, we do 
staircases with garland and ribbons. 
I make all the bows from scratch. We

do natural and we also do artificial, 
whatever the client wants and what- 
ever bulbs the client wants too. 


What are some of the chal- 
lenges to hanging lights this 
time of year? 

The earlier you get it done the bet- 
ter because as it gets colder you have 
to deal with ice and things of that 
nature. Wind and rain basically this 
time of year. We finish up our clean- 
ups in the day and then our guys 
want to go back out at night and do 
the Christmas lights. And it’s fun; 
they all come out in their red sweat- 
shirts and their red hats. They look 
like little elves decorating and every- 
body stops. 


What are some issues home- 
owners should be aware of? 

They need to have GFI plugs out- 
side. You can’t use old-school outlets. 
These are low-voltage lights, so if 
there’s rain or whatnot it could trip a 
breaker if you just use an old-school 
outlet. So it’s better to have the GFI, 
up-to-date electric. 


Do you supply the lights? 

We have everything. We sell it to 
the client, they own the product, we 
box them up in a nice big heavy plas- 
tic box, wrap everything up nicely, 
label it, and we just give them a call 
the next year, like a week before. We 
tell them to leave the box outside; 


_ they come home and everything's 
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done. We have a commercial-grade 
light. We roll them out across the 
roof, we cut them, we splice them, 
we tape them up, so every package

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David M. Schwartz: Sag Harbor’s Albany Lobbyist

n the world of celebrities, law and lobbying, David 

M. Schwartz Esq. is a known commodity. With 
three decades in the courtroom as an accomplished 
trial attorney, and now over 10 years also lobbying 
on behalf of clients small and large, Schwartz has 
earned himself and his lobbying group, Gotham 
Government Relations, a reputation for getting 
things done. 

It is said that with regard to laws and sausages, it 
is best to not see them in the making. That is unless 
it’s your job to shape. them before they are placed on 
the grill. Schwartz is that influencer, who helps his 
clients in Albany and Washington, D.C. craft legis- 
lation and navigate bureaucracy, in order to meet 
their legislative priorities and goals. He is the only 
practicing trial attorney who also serves as a regis- 
tered lobbyist in the State of New York. 

As an attorney, Schwartz has handled hundreds of 
cases in the court of law and has led dozens of cases 
before the jury. So, it is accurate to say that his ex- 
pertise is both in a law’s crafting and its application. 
Known among his colleagues in the field as equally 
passionate as he is aggressive, Schwartz’s tenacity 
separates him from a crowded and renowned field 
of New York trial attorneys. 

With a Juris Doctorate from New York’s Ford- 
ham University and an undergraduate degree from 
Tulane University, Schwartz’s experience is varied 
across many industries. Politically speaking, he has 
represented clients ranging from large-scale cor- 
porations with a plethora of legislative interests to 
smaller nonprofit organizations that rely on govern- 
ment funding to serve the underserved. 

“Ym not a Democratic lobbyist or a Republican 
lobbyist. I dislike both parties equally,” Schwartz 
quips. “My goal is always putting together a win- 
ning coalition to either pass legislation or defeat 
legislation, be it on the state level, or in the coun- 
ties and towns. We are constantly at hearings in all 
the different regions, arguing for the interest of our 
clients.” 

His trial skills have been an asset in this arena, 
he says, utilizing his acute knowledge of the law to 
make small changes to legislation that have large 
impact. Trust has been placed in Schwartz’s lobby 
shop to accomplish goals, such as, but not limited 
to, keeping Walmart out of New York City, ceasing 
the sale of illegal cigarettes in the marketplace, and 
stopping no-fault insurance fraud in New York. 

“Tve passed hundreds of pieces of legislation for 
private clients in a multitude of industries,” he says. 
“Whether it’s passing legislation or pushing to block 
legislation, I am in the trenches, educating elected 
officials on the issues at hand, and informing them 
of some of the unintended consequences that come 
along with certain pieces of legislation that have 
been introduced. 

“For me, it’s all about advocacy,” he adds. “The 
three pillars are advocacy in the court of law, advo- 
cacy in the courts of government in the legislature, 
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and the court of public opinion. I’m an advocate in 
each of these arenas on behalf of my clients.” 

While limited by confidentiality, Schwartz alludes 
to additional legislative pushes that he and Gotham 
are leading, with an impact that will be felt from 
Buffalo to Montauk. 


In the next few weeks, Schwartz says that big 


changes will be coming at Gotham, with expansion 
plans to be announced soon and to get underway 
immediately. 

“Obviously, the legislative session is very intense, 
where things get passed and blocked,” he says. “Just 
as much work, if not more, gets done outside of ses- 
sion, though. We are hitting elected officials in their 
district offices, hitting agencies and, at Gotham, we 
are all over the place pushing our client’s issues. 

“We like to set things up for session, so if we want 
to pass a piece of legislation, we are working with 
our clients all summer to make sure that on the first 
day of session, with a sponsor, co-sponsors, this 
legislation is ready to go,” he continues. “Most of 
our clients are businesses, who are just looking to 
survive in the city and State of New York, as well as 
on Long Island.” 

Like his role in politics, Schwartz has served in 
various capacities in law, as well. From 1993 through 
1997, he worked as a prosecutor in the Kings County 
District Attorney’s office. While cutting his teeth in 
the field, Schwartz was responsible for thousands 
of prosecutions, including those that held criminals 
responsible for felonies and misdemeanors. 

Transitioning to. private practice thereafter, 
Schwartz has spent nearly three decades handling 
hundreds of private cases, in criminal and civil 
capacities. Ranging from business litigation to con- 
tract cases to criminal law, Schwartz’s practice is 
robust. 

“I tell people that I practice ‘fun law,” he says. “I 
believe much of law is boring — transactional law, 
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contracts, real estate law. I get to do the two things 
that really excite me. Those are: being in a court- 
room, picking a jury — the adrenaline rush, the 
pressure is like no other. There’s nothing like mak-_ 
ing an opening statement in a jury trial, and that’s 
what I love about it.” : 

In addition to his -professional endeavors, 


"Schwartz is an active member of his community, 


serving on volunteer and appointed advocacy 
boards. Notably, he has held positions on both the 
Metropolitan Transit Authority Inspector General 
Advisory Board and the Jacob Javits Convention © 
Center Corporation. He has been a commissioner — 
on the Commission on New York State Judicial 
Nominations. 

He has also served and eg natiemede legal 
organizations, namely, the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, as well as statewide councils like the New 
York State Bar Association and the Criminal Courts 
Committee, where he held the title of vice chair. 

Both inside and outside of the scope of these posi- 
tions, Schwartz has been active in shaping the legal 
field of tomorrow. Through lecturing students and 
young lawyers on topics relating to the law of the 
land, or sharing stories from his career in lobby- 
ing, Schwartz sees this as an opportunity to spread 
knowledge and wisdom to those whose careers will 
flourish down the road. 

“In addition to the boards, I also work with high 
school students,” he says. “I’m the mock trial coach 
for Wheatley. We won the Nassau County Champi- 
onship two years ago, an accomplishment of which I 
am proud. I love imparting my knowledge on differ- 
ent topics, whether it’s political or legal.” 

Schwartz and his wife of 28 years spend a gen- 
erous among of time on the East End. While they 
live year-round in Roslyn, they own a home in Sag 
Harbor, where they vacation during the summer 
months and oftentimes throughout the off-season. 

“My wife and I love to maintain our historic house 
in Sag Harbor, which was built in the 1700s,” he 
says. “Sag Harbor is just a place where the whole 
family can go to take a deep breath and relax. We 
love going during the off-season, too — we visit dur- 
ing the cooler months, and we really enjoy it. It’s a 
place where we catch up and relax.” 

Schwartz adds that the East End brings a totally 
new group of people who he enjoys getting to know, 
giving him the feeling that so much can be done in 
Sag Harbor proper, let alone the entire South Fork. 

“It’s the most soothing place in the world,” he 
says. “We go to the coffee place, get a coffee and sit 
and watch the boats ... We go to Le Bilboquet, and 
it’s fun seeing a lot of interesting people. So many 
hang out in Sag Harbor, whether they are people you 
know, people you don’t know, or people to whom you 
are just introduced. It’s a whole, wonderful scene, 
and I feel like I don’t need to go anywhere else in the 
Hamptons when in Sag Harbor.”
